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Golden Focus 


t is the time of year again when we typi- 
| pause to take stock of the year 
that has just passed. I hope that you 
reached many the goals you set for you and 
your Guernseys this past year. Whether it 
was success in the show ring with that calf 
that looked so promising this spring, im- 
proved production from the herd or the sat- 
isfaction of working with this year’s group 
of two-year-olds (the results of goals set ’ 
several years ago). The AGA Board and Seth Johnson 
staff also have a group of goals that we work 
towards each year. Some change as results are achieved, while oth- 
ers are ongoing projects to strengthen the position of your associa- 
tion and the Guernsey cow within the dairy industry. 
1. Improve registration totals over those achieved in the past three 
years. 
2. Explore possibilities for Joint Ventures with other breeds. 
3. Expand and improve Guernsey Marketing Service activities. 
4. Increase the number and genetic diversity of young sires sampled 
in the breed. 
5. Resolve problems with the AGA Record-Keeping software. 


While our shortcomings on some fronts are painfully obvious, we 
have made significant contributions towards many of these goals: 
1. It appears that registration totals for 2001 will be nearly the same 
as the 2000 numbers. New herds continue to see the value in regain- 
ing registration status through the Genetic Recovery program. Few 
herds where dispersed in 2001. 
2. Staff and Board members have attended meetings and had con- 
structive discussions many times over the course of this year with 
various other breed associations about collaborative efforts that could 
benefit all involved. A full issue of this magazine could be filled with 
the potential benefits and pitfalls of such arrangements, the near misses 
from the past and why we aren’t already working in unison. I believe 
that over this past year we have laid the groundwork for beneficial 
projects that may come together for us. At any rate, we try to keep an 
open mind about this issue and continue to participate in various ef- 
forts to work more closely together. 
3. Have you attended a Guernsey sale lately? Chances are, if you did 
or even if you read or heard about it, it was an exciting one. Record 


averages and high prices don’t just happen. They are the result of 


getting superior consignments and working to find buyers, both from 
in and outside the breed, willing to invest in our best. GMS is proud 
of the sales we managed this year as well as the others we have as- 
sisted with. We feel that these activities are an essential part of pro- 
moting the breed. We also continue to see exponential growth in our 
embryo marketing endeavors. 

4. Here is a topic that can elicit a heated debate from many of you. 
Are we sampling the right young sires? This is a separate topic from 
our goal, which is simply to ensure that there are adequate numbers 
of young sires sampled and that they display enough diversity to avoid 
potential inbreeding problems. United Guernsey Genetics and 
Dairybelt Guernsey Sires have done their part by independently sam- 
pling some of their own sires. We are also happy to welcome Taurus 
Service of Pennsylvania to the Guernsey sire sampling business. They 
purchased the right to work with Marfred Masterpiece at the Interna- 
tional Guernsey Classic sale. More diversity is another issue that we 
have somewhat addressed in the independent bulls. This is a con- 
tinuing challenge for us, on the supply end, as well as for each breeder, 
whose goal should be to use enough young sire semen that each and 
every bull we do sample gets an accurate proof.

Jaaron Walther of Garnavillo, lowa, did 
just that when he won the 2001 National FFA 
Dairy Production — Entrepreneurship Pro- 
ficiency Award at the 74" National FFA 
Convention in Louisville, Kentucky. 

“It was very exciting.” the Guernsey jun- 
ior member said with a huge smile. “I had 
to go through 20 minutes of interviews, and 
it took me two weeks to fill out the form.” 

A member of the Tri-Star FFA Chapter and 
the lowa Guernsey Breeders’ Association, 
Jaaron was recognized for his excellence as 
an agricultural entrepreneur and manager 
and is proving that the future is bright for 
new, young Guernsey breeders throughout 
the nation. 

Jaaron has been active on his home farm, 
Rolling Prairie Farms, since he was old 
enough to walk. He credits his experiences 
on the farm and with Guernsey cattle for 
the successes he has achieved as a young 
dairyman. 

“I have been very fortunate to have been 
raised by two avid dairy enthusiasts,” he says 
of his parents, Dan and Ann Walther. “They have 
made dairying a priority in our lifestyle. 

“My family has been a major source of 
motivation for me because they make dairy- 
ing fun,” he adds. “My Guernseys are also 
a real pleasure to work with.” 

Jaaron began his Guernsey herd when he 
was seven years old. “My parents gave me 
a cow named Pep.” he recalls fondly. “Pep 
and her offspring became the foundation for 
my Supervised Agricultural Experience 
(SAE) and my herd.” 

By the time he began high school and en- 
rolled in FFA, Jaaron’s herd had grown to 
five cows and four heifers. He had gained 
valuable hands-on experience with dairy 
cattle through his involvement on the farm. 

“My parents allowed me to make decisions 
that affected my animals,” he says. 

This freedom molded him into a budding 
young dairyman who plans to keep on dairy- 
ing with Guernseys for a long time. 

Since the incorporation of Rolling Prairie 
Farms, Jaaron has earned a position as a di- 
rector of the board and shareholder for the 
800-acre dairy. 

Of the 400 head of animals at Rolling Prai- 
rie, Jaaron’s herd currently consists of 18 
milking cows, 16 heifers and some feeder 
steers. 

He raises the feeder steers from Guernsey 
bulls born from his animals. “Due to the low 
value of Guernsey veal calves, I feed out 
my dairy steers and sell them grade and yield 
to a local packing station,” he explains. 
His herd consists of all registered Guern-

seys who are producing an average of 16,500 
pounds of milk with 3.6 percent protein and 
4.9 percent butterfat. 

According to Jaaron, the Guernsey breed 
in his area is in a unique and beneficial po- 
sition with the current component pricing 
system. “I sell my milk through Swiss Val- 
ley Farms Cooperative, which sells a wide 
array of dairy products. Therefore, my price 
is not dependent on a single area of the dairy 
product structure,” he explains. 

In addition, he is seeing a $1.50 - $2.00 
per hundredweight bonus for his milk, and 
because of the milk quality, Rolling Prairie 
milk is earning an extra $.75-$1.00 per hun- 
dredweight premium for its low somatic cell 
count.

“My goal has always been to produce qual- 
ity milk and be as efficient as possible,” the 
young dairyman admits. “I believe I have 
been very successful in achieving these goals.” 

The Guemsey cow and her inherent qualities, 
Jaaron says, have aided him in his success too. 
“Guermseys, per pound of milk produced, are 
extremely productive and efficient. I love work- 
ing with them because they are docile and easy to 
work with,” he says. 

Jaaron’s involvement in the farm also in- 
cludes cropping 500 acres of corn, 120 acres 
of beans and 200 acres of hay. 
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He raises his heifers in polydomes and 
feeds his calves liquid molasses calf starter 
and whole milk for six weeks. 

A member of Dairybelt Guernsey Sires 
and the young sire program through Select 
Sires, Jaaron has been able to improve the 
genetic quality of his herd while keeping 
costs down. “These programs give me 10 
straws of semen from an unproven young 
sire that has great genetic potential at a very 
low cost,” he explains. “This gives me an 
affordable opportunity to use semen from 
potentially outstanding individuals.” 

Jaaron has also continued to add skills that 
have increased the value of his dairying ca- 
reer. “I have learned the technique of artifi- 
cial insemination, which has helped me im- 
prove the genetic quality and increase the 
monetary value of my dairy cattle,” Jaaron 
says. “I’m also my sister’s assistant in em- 
bryo transfer.” 

In fact, Jaaron has collected embryos from 
his best cow, “Leticia”, who is scored as EX- 
91. “I flushed “Leticia” to Nells Glow Admiral 
Magic, and my replacement heifer, “Prediction”, 
is carrying one of her eggs,” he shares. 

Learning the value of a dollar has also 
helped Jaaron in his SAE and real-life dairy- 
ing experiences. “Over the years I have pur- 
chased cattle using allowance money that I 
have saved and paychecks for providing 
farm labor,” the Guernsey breeder says. 

He has also paid rent to his parents for 
facilities and paid a fee for trucking at a cus- 
tom rate. He provides all of his own labor, which 
he says makes him a better manager.

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The following is part one of a two-part story 


addressing Johne's disease. 


t happens every day somewhere in the 

nation. A breeder notices a cow, prob- 

ably in her first or second lactation, with 
persistent diarrhea and dropping milk pro- 
duction. 

Thinking it is a stomach bug or nutritional 
problem, he makes some changes, adminis- 
ters some medicine and goes on about his 
daily routine. 

When she shows no signs of improve- 
ment, he calls his veterinarian and reports 
the problem. 

Depending on the educational training of 
his veterinarian and state veterinary programs 
available, the tests may reveal several differ- 
ent answers, ranging from no problem at all 
to a definite case of Johne’s. 

In either case, the farmer wil! most likely 
do nothing, making no changes and hiding 
the fact that Johne’s is present in his herd. 

Lee Riggs of Green Ridge Farm in Evans- 
ville, Indiana, knows this story all too well. 

He too has battled Johne’s, but instead of 
letting it be the dark little secret in his barn, 
he decided to make the best of a dim situa- 
tion. 

Through honest conversation and deter- 
mination, Lee overcame the devastation he 
felt 15 years ago when his journey with 
Johne’s began. 

“Thad a problem and didn’t know what it 
was,” Lee begins. “I had three cows with 
chronic diarrhea. Fecal testing at Purdue Uni- 
versity did not catch anything. But blood 
and fecal tests at the University of Wiscon- 
sin showed two were positive with Johnes.” 

Lee was floored. How could he have two 
positive animals? 

He had participated in testing for 20 years 
with his local veterinarian and had been on 
the American Guernsey Association’s first 
list of 25 Johne’s negative herds. Now, he 
had to rethink his whole herd situation. 

Through a proactive search for more reli- 
able testing, Lee found a private lab in Mis- 
souri where he sent samples. 

Preliminary results showed 32 positive 
cows, 25 suspect cows and 30 negative cows. 

Of the suspect and positive cows, the ma- 
jority ended up breaking with Johne’s. 

“If I had been smart, I would have sold 
the top two classes — the positive and sus- 
pect animals — the next day,” Lee shares. “But 
I couldn’t do that. I love my cows, and I 
wanted to get calves out of them. I don’t 
know how you can convince people to do 
that. It is impossible to load up 57 head and 
send them off.” 


Lee Riggs of Evansville, Indiana, has worked hard for many years to enjoy this beau- 


tiful sight — healthy Guernseys on pasture that are free of Johne’s. 


Instead of immediately disposing of his 
herd, he decided to fight the problem for a 
year. Eventually, heifers out of his cows be- 
gan to break with the disease. 

Knowing he was not getting anywhere 
fast, Lee did what he had to do. He got rid of 
the problem animals and began a vaccination 
program. 


What is Johne’s? 

Johne’s disease is a contagious bacterial 
disease of the intestinal tract caused by My- 
cobacterium paratuberculosis, according to 
the Johne’s Information Center, University 
of Wisconsin-Madison School of Veterinary 
Medicine Web site. It occurs in a wide array 
of ruminant animals besides dairy cattle, in- 
cluding beef cattle, sheep, deer, antelope and 
bison. 

As in Lee’s case and many across the na- 
tion, infected animals usually develop diar- 
rhea and rapidly lose weight although they 
continue to eat well. 

The signs of the disease are similar to 
those of salmonellosis and BVD, and al- 
though it is most susceptible to animals un- 
der 30 days of age, symptoms are not usu- 
ally seen until animals are adults. 

Lee explains, “There is a host of organ- 
isms that suppress the growth of the Johne's 
organism in the digestive tract even though it 
is present in the infected animal. When the 
cow is stressed, Johne's takes over.” 

The stress of delivering a first calf and 
beginning a lactation is the perfect catalyst 
for the Johne’s organism to rear its head, 
according to the dairyman. 

Other animals infected might harbor the 
disease until their second or third lactation, 
depending on their overall health, but will 
ultimately never live up to their full milking 
potential. 

This is why dairy producers need to take 
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notice of Johne’s disease. 


Hurting Wallets 

If a producer reads any of the popular 
dairy magazines, he or she has probably 
stumbled upon the stunning realization that 
Johne’s can cost a dairy farmer up to $200 
per cow each year in lost production. This 
was reported by Franklyn Garry, Scott Wells, 
Stephen Ott and Don Hansen. 

The same study sited a loss in overall U.S. 
dairy industry productivity as $200 to $250 
million annually and approximately 22 per- 
cent of the dairies in the United States are 
infected with the Johne’s disease organism. 

Of that 22 percent, 40 percent came from 
larger herds of 300 cows or more, and 20 
percent were herds with less than 50 cows. 

For a Guernsey breeder milking 100 head, 
that can add up to a loss of $10,000 per year. 

With $10,000 extra in the wallet, many 
producers could afford to make facility im- 
provements, add a new piece of machinery 
or purchase that genetic gem they have been 
longing for. 

Then why are so few producers interested 
in testing for and fixing the Johne’s problem 
in their herd? 

Chris Murdock, director of Allied Moni- 
tor Inc., a diagnostic, production and re- 
search laboratory specializing in paratuber- 
culosis since 1984, is USDA - NVSL ap- 
proved for Johne’s testing in Fayette, Mis- 
souri, says there are several reasons. 

“First, itis money they aren’t making now, 
so they do not see it as losing money,” he 
says. “They do not recognize there is a prob- 
lem until milk production really starts to drop 
and this sets off an alarm. 

“Secondly, in the past, many producers 
were afraid there was a potential blacklist 
and chose not to test for fear of being put 
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on this list,” he adds. “There needs to be 
more easy to understand educational mate- 
rial available to producers on the facts sur- 
rounding Johne's.” 

According to the researcher, even today 
there are many producers who are not aware 
of or know very little about Johne’s disease 
and how it can affect their herd and busi- 
ness. 

And Lee agrees education and proactive 
measures, not fear, are the keys to eradicat- 


ing the disease 


First Step — Testing 

Johne’s is one of those unspoken words 
in the dairy industry. Much of the fear is the 
product of a lack of information shared with 
producers and the viewed unreliability of 
past tests. 

“Compliment fixation was a test used fre- 
quently in the 1980s,” explains Chris 
Murdock. “It has a very low sensitivity 
about 25 percent and not recommended for 
Johne's serology today.” 

“We now have a variety of serology and 
organism-based tests available today with 
much greater sensitivity than compared to 
the compliment fixation test, however, these 
tests still average between 40 to 60% in their 
ability to detect subclinical animals,” he adds. 

This low sensitivity to the disease organ- 
ism caused many producers, like Lee, to re- 
ceive false-negative results. The inaccurate 
results had producers and veterinarians look- 
ing at other diseases when Johne’s symp- 
toms appeared. 

In testing terms, sensitivity is the ability 
of a test to detect infected animals. Speci- 
ficity is a test’s ability to detect noninfected 
animals. 

Today, research continues into the devel- 
opment of tests to detect infection at earlier 
stages with increased sensitivity, says Chris. 

“The biggest hurdle we see is most tests 
are high in specificity (95-99%), but the sen- 
sitivity is still only around 40 to 60 percent,” 
he says. “This means that tests available to- 
day are not able to detect all truly positive 
animals, mainly missing the ones in the ear- 
lier stages of infection. The “magic bullet” 
test we are looking for in research is a test 
with an 80 to 90 percent sensitivity that 
keeps the high specificity we currently have. 
This will be a very definitive test and would 
greatly aid producers in their management 


against Johne’s disease.” 


Chris, however, strongly suggests produc- 


ers contact their local or state veterinarian 
to see if their state has a voluntary Johne’s 
program in place. 

This would allow the producer to receive 
the most up-to-date information, educa- 
tional, management and testing options 
available. 

Whether a producer chooses to become 
involved in a voluntary state program or 
chooses to test on their own, routine screen- 
ing of a herd is highly recommended to 
monitor the status of a herd, so important 
management decisions can be made. 

For starters, he recommends the Milk 
ELISA (MELISA) test as an option for lac- 
tating herds. A producer can submit a milk 
sample (similar to DHIA) to the laboratory. 
Milk samples may be submitted as indi- 
vidual samples or as a bulk tank sample. 
Results take 24 hours and the MELISA test 
is 92.8 percent agreeable to the Serum 
ELISA test (SELISA), Chris says. 

The MELISA is only intended as a cost- 
effective screening tool to monitor the sta- 
tus of a lactating herd and should not be con- 
fused with or used as a true diagnostic test. 

If the MELISA result indicates a high 
probability of exposure, then a blood (se- 
rum) or fecal test is recommended to con- 
firm the MELISA result. 

Serum ELISA and fecal culture are the 
most accepted and accurate tests at this time 
for determining if an animal is infected with 
M. paratuberculosis. (See the testing sidebar 
for more information on tests available.) 

Most voluntary state Johne’s programs 
incorporate both serum ELISA and fecal cul- 
ture for their testing requirements. 

According to the Johne’s Working Group 
Web site, two important factors to consider 
when choosing a test are the cost of the test 
and the turnaround time for test results and how 
they relate to what a producer plans to do with 
the results. 

To screen a herd prior to purchase of dairy 
replacements, the ELISA gives fast results 
in a short time. 

From a buyers prospective, however, 
there is little concern about the few false- 
positives that might happen since they 
would just choose not to buy these animals. 

On the other hand, sellers or owners of 
herds of registered cattle may only want to

use a test of 100% specificity (no false-posi- 
tive results) to ensure that their herd can be 
characterized as free of Johne’s disease. 
New and improved tests are coming out 
in the future. Both Lee and Chris urge all 
producers to jump on any new test or re- 
search findings associated to this economi- 


cally-devastating disease. 


Which Test is Right for You? 
There are several tests for Johne’s 
disease. Below is an overview of their 
costs, their turn around time and accu- 
racy. 


*Fecal Culture 

Sensitive, but not quick. 

Cost: $15 to $25 per sample 

Time: 8 to 16 weeks 

Accuracy: A positive fecal culture cor- 
rectly diagnoses Johne’s disease 100 
percent of the time. 


*Fecal DNA Probe 

Much faster than culturing, but lacks the 
accuracy of culturing. 

Cost: $25 to $35 per sample 

Time: 3 days 

Accuracy: Probes are only able to de- 
tect when infection has progressed to 
the stage where large number of M. 
paratuberculosis are being excreted in 
the feces. Animals in early stages are 
not detected. 


*Blood Antibody Tests - ELISA 
Fast, simple and inexpensive. Mea- 
sures antibodies in serum, the fluid, 
noncellular portion of blood. Three 
ELISA-based tests are licensed by the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture for de- 
tection of M. paratuberculosis-infected 
cattle. 

Cost: $8 to $10 

Time: 24 hours 

Accuracy: Able to detect animals that 
are infected before they show signs of 
Johne’s disease. Tests show that 97 to 
99 percent of the time when a blood 
test, like ELISA, is positive, the diag- 
nosis is correct. 


**Milk ELISA Test — MELISA 

The Milk ELISA is a fast, convenient, 
and economic method for the annual 
or semiannual screening of dairy herds 
(bulk tank) or individual animals. May 
include up to 50 individuals per sample. 
The intended purpose of the individual 
MELISA and Kinetic Bulk Tank MELISA 
is to be used as an inexpensive screen- 
ing tool to monitor the status of a dairy 
herd and should not be confused with 
or used as a true diagnostic test.

to invest more of my finances into my dairy 
enterprise.” 

This investment has been used to market 
his animals through advertising in the 
Guernsey Breeders Journal and the lowa 
Guernsey Breeder Journal. His reputation 
as a quality breeder allowed him to sell a 4- 
year-old cow, Rolling Prairie A Lavender, 
to Randy Knapp of Epworth, Iowa. “Mr. 
Knapp is owner and operator of the top- 
ranked Guernsey herd in the nation for pro- 
duction. I was so honored to have Lavender 
move to his farm,” he says. 

Having his animals appreciated is not the 
thing Jaaron credits for keeping him going. 
His fellow breeders, whom he has met 
through showing, have served as a source 
of motivation and enthusiasm for him.
